SAN FRANCISCO,

men today fought forest fires In 
California, Oregon and W ashing­ 
ton, as lightning, low hum idity and 
high winds created a triple th rea t 
to national forests, valuable p ri­ 
vately owned tim berlands, and a 
score of tow ns in the path of the 
flames. 
More fire fighters were sent by 
plane today to K lam ath and T rin ­ 
ity national forests where ll blazes 
were reported sw eeping out of con­ 
trol over 10,000 acres of tim ber 
land. 
Redwoods Escape 
The fires, the m ost dangerous of 
the more than 350 
which have 
broken out in the n orthern p a rt of 
the state since the s ta rt of a s e r­ 
ies of lightning sto rm s a week ago, 
were reported destroying valuable 
stands of pine and fir 
although 
none as yet had broken out in the 
sta te 's fam ous groves of redwoods. 
In addition to the fires out of 
control in the K lam ath end T rin ­ 
ity national forests, others 
were 
reported defying ground crew s in 
th e Tahoe forest end on the Mad 
riv er a t the upper end of the T rin ­ 
ity river.

A ssociation 
reported 
five

fires in th a t sta te were the w ork 
of incendiarists w ho had taken a d ­ 
vantage of n atu rally adverse con­ 
ditions. 
300 In California 
More than 300 forest fires burned 
in eight national forests in C ali­ 
fornia. 
One of the largest, a t Red Caf* 
Prairie, north o f Eureka, w as out 
of control, 
a hundred volunteers 
and 500 CCC enrollees fought to cut 
it off before it reached the dense 
K lam ath fo rest 
However, nearly 200 
fires a l­ 
ready had broken out in the K la­ 
m ath forest, m ost of them started

The writer believes the great majority of people 
believe the above statement to be correct. The 
writer, however, does not believe it would work out 
that way, especially lf taxes were taken off in­ 
come resulting from production. 
The reason why it would not work out th at way 
is that if we returned to the competitive system and 
with the use of modern machinery, labor can now 
produce nq much more than one or two dollars in a 
day that there would be so much profit in hiring 
labor th at there would be great competition among 
employers to secure the laborers. 
This bidding be­ 
tween employers would run the price up. 
And if all 
labor went to work producing the comforts of life 
things would become so plentiful that labo^ then 
could ltve as they have never lived or ever will live 
when things are restricted by monopolistic wages 
and prices. 
When the contributor worked for eleven cents an 
hour there was not then the modern equipment th at 
there is now to enable the laborer to produce nearly 
as much in an hour’s work as he is now able to 
produce. 
It m ust be remembered that labor unions or labor 
laws never produced a single bit of wealth but they 
have prevented billions of dollars worth of wealth 
from being produced.

This means that in­ 
stead of being “the best year since 1931,” the year 
1939 will be by all odds the poorest. 
True, the 1936 V 
deficit amounted to $4,764,000,000, but the total of 
th at year was swollen to the extent of $1,700,000,000 
by the extraordinary and non-recurring item of th* 
soldier’s bonus. 
On this budgetary record for the last six years, 
therefore, Mr. Roosevelt m ust stand charged with 
gross mismanagement of the nation's finances, wheth­ 
er he be Judged by the traditional fiscal standard* 
of this country or whether he be Judged by the lib­ 
eral standard of his chief fiscal adviser, Mr. Eccles 
—the standard of a budget balanced only during 
prosperous years. 
Between the fiscal year 1984 and 
th at of 1938 the general trend of business and prices 
was toward higher levels. 
Therefore, even by Mr. 
Eccles'* easy standards, Mr. Roosevelt should haws 
been reducing expenditures during this period and 
bringing the budget into balance. Actually, the near­ 
est th at the country has come to this state of af- 
i 
fairs—once considered wholly normal—was in th* 
year Just ended, when there was a "layman’s de­ 
ficit” of $1,459,000,000, or a real deficit of roughly 
* 
$2,000,000,000, 
But how was this achieved? 
Was it the result 
of the reduced expenditures which, according to Mr. 
Eccles, should have accompanied a rise in business 
activity—in Mr. Roosevelt’s boasted "increase in the 
national income from $38,000,000,000 in 1938 to $70,- 
000,000,000 in 1938”? Not at all. It was the result of 
the fact that tax rates were raised to the highest 
level in the country’s history, and that, mainly aa 
a result of this, government receipts totaled $6,241,- 
661,00, a figure exceeded only once before in peac* 
ttme, namely, in the post-war boom of 1920. 
If ad­ 
justment is made for the soldiers’ bonus payment* 
of 1936 and 19$7, and if the same amount is set up 
each year for debt retirement, instead of permitting 
that item to vary from year to year, the record 
shows that government expenditures, despite the * 
upturn of the business cycle and the stock-market 
boom of 1986-’$7, not only have not declined but hav* 
a 
shown an unbroken rise. 
* 
The real indictment that lies behind the new es­ 
timates of expenditures and receipts for 1939 Is far 
greater than that Mr. Roosevelt has broken his re­ 
peated pledges to effect government economy. Mora 
important is the fact that over the course of th* five 
years of his stewardship he has never grappled with 
the innumerable real problems of recovery, whether 
in the field of relief, of unemployment or of agri­ 
culture. 
He has, instead, simply gathered them up 
and flung them into the Treasury, to be met tem­ 
porarily by larger and larger wastefulness, thereby 
making them one enormous problem—the problem of 
a budget completely out of hand in spite of unprece­ 
dented taxes, in spite of cumulative spending in th* 
I 
amount of some $54,600,000,000, and in spite of th* 
fact that ha has had a completely free hand to tax 
and spend as he saw fit. This, with its deeply ceil, 
ous political and economic Implications, is the real 
indictment against Mr. Roosevelt.—New York Hor- 
ald-Tribune.
